New Y o lk , February 2 3 .—There w as 
almost a panic on the stock exchange to­ 
day.

□ L in c o l n, I ll., Ftb., 23.—Logan county 
furnishes ono of tho most horrible cases 
of childbirth yet recorded in the annals 
of medical practice. 
Learning that a 
moutrosity hail appeared in Lawndale, 
Logan couuty, your reporter hastened to 
the spot and discovered the 
following 
facts: On the 21st inst, a female child 
was born to Mrs. Lee Wright, wife of a 
|M>or farmer. The child presents a caso 
of strange 
deformity. 
The 
head 
is 
almost 
pyramidal 
iu 
form, 
being Battened on the 
posterior as- 
poct The eyes protrude, but bear none 
of the relations which ordinary eyes bear 
to each other, one protruding horribly 
and located high in the face, while the 
left one is low down on the cheek, and 
glimmers mildly iii contrast with the 


stare of the other, which overhangs on 
the cheek. The mouth is as round as 
though bored with an augur, while the 
tongue vibrates like that of a serpent, 
the palute being cleft. Tho trunk of the 
child has a normal development, but the 
extremities are deformed. The left hand 
has no distinguished fingers, hut is simp­ 
ly an unw’ieldly lamp, terminating at a 
point, having a split at the end, on either 
side of which is a claw. The right liund 
is similarly deformed except there is a 
sort of development which might be call­ 
ed a little finger. Tho feet are similarly 
deformed, being clubbed, with simple 
kuots for toes, the right foot correspond­ 
ing in deformity to the left hand and 
vice versa.

Many farmers do not un­ 
derstand this. Their turkeys grow on a 
limited range, get little or no food at 
home through toe summer, and if fed at 
all with regularity it is only for two or 
three weeks before killing.

They have received a 
small price for their birds and a still 
poorer price for the food fed ont. 
The 
average life of a turkey is only seven 
months and tho true economy of feeding 
is to give the chicks all they can digest 
from the shell to the slaughter. If they 
get all they can eat on the range that is 
well. Usually this should be supplement­ 
ed by regular rations when they come 
from the roost in the morning and two 
or three hours before they go to roost at 
night. 
The food may be slack in the 
morning, so that they will go to the 
range with good appetites, and fuller at 
night. They should be put upon a r 
ular course of fattening food as early as 
the middle of October, when you pro­ 
pose to kill the best birds at Thanks 
giving. The younger and lighter birds 
should be reserved for the Christmas 
and New Year’s markets. They contin 
ue growing quite rapidly until midwin­ 
ter, and you will be paid for the longer 
nothing better for 
corn, tod partly in 
in cooked meal 
oiled potatoes. Feed 
three times a day, giving the warm meal 
in the morning, and feeding in troughs 
with plenty of room, so that all the 
flock may have a chance. Northern 
corn has more oil in it than Southern, 
and is worth more for turkey food. Use 
milk in fattening if you keep a dairy 
farm. Feed only so much as they will 
eat up clean. Cultivate the acquaint­ 
ance of your turkeys as you feed them. 
No more charming sight greets your 
vision in the whole circle of a year than 
a large flock of bronze turkeys coming 
at call from their roosts on a frosty No­ 
vember morning. New corn is apt to 
make the bowels loose, and this should 
be guarded against. 
There is usually 
green food enough in the fields to meet 
their wants in the fall, and cabbage and 
turnips need not be added until winter 
sets in. 
If the bowels get loose give 
them scalded milk, which will generally 
correct the evil. 
Well-fattened and 
well-dressed turkeys will bring two or 
three cents a pound more thau smelter 
birds. It will not'only be better for th# 
purse, but for your manhood, to send 
nothing but finished products to the 
market.—Michigan Fanner.

Jaked to Death. 


Frederick Miller, a large, athletic, but 
weak-minded laborer, died in a cell in 
the Second and Queen street police sta­ 
tion on Sunday night, literally and actu­ 
ally frightened to death. Miller lived 
with his wife and step-daughter in hum­ 
ble apartments in a tenement back of 
No. 903 South Fifth street. Be had 
worked for several years as a laborer in 
the lamber yard of Robert Clark, at 
Fifth street and Washington avenue. 
Among his feliow-laborers Miller was 
noted for his feats of strength and for 
hts w eakness of mind. 
Last Aucrust a 
board-yard cur that had installed him­ 
self on the premises became trouble­ 
some to neighbors, and Mr. Clark or­ 
dered him to dc killed. Millers tender 
heart caused him to interpose between 
the dog and his executioner. 
He took 
the animal in his arms and was rewarded 
bv a snap which lacerated his Hp. 
A 
physician cauterized the wound, and 
nothing would have been heard of it 
afterward had not his fellow-workmen 
deemed it a proper subject to tease their 
feeble-minded 
comrade, 
of 
whose 
strength they stood in awe. 
He seemed 
to take little notice of it at tirst, but 
w ithin a month the wounded lip broke 
out in renewed ulceration 
This, in­ 
stead of abating the ill-considered jests 
of his fellows, seemed rather to aggra­ 
vate them. 
When he came to work in 
the 
morning 
their salutation 
was: 
“ Well, you ain't mad yet,” and through­ 
out the day they persisted in keeping the 
subject before his mind until he became 
a prey to the delusion that hydrophobia 
had seized him. He had repeatedly told 
his wife that the dread was on him, but 
the active phase of the delusion began 
only on last Wednesday. 
He com­ 
plained of aa oppression of the chest 
which prevented him from breathing, 
and professed to feel an aversion, which 
fire vented him from taking anything 
iquid. There was entire absence of any 
of the symptoms indicating true hydro­ 
phobia. 
The wound lately healed was not es­ 
pecially sensitive, although he sat rub­ 
bing it with his linger tips by the hour 
and moaning his dreads in disjointed 
sentences. 
Excepting 
the 
labored 
breathing there was no indication of 
spasmodic action of the vital functions. 
Dr. Duval, of Fourth aud Christian 
streets, was called on Thursday. Mill­ 
er' s employer had endeavored to make 
his mind easy by telling him that he 
might lay off for a few days, but this did 
not diminish hts apprehensions. 
Dr. 
Duval made a close examination, and 
concluded that the labored breathing 
the only disordered function as far as 
he could ascertain —was due simply to a 
severe cold. 
He endeavored to quiet 
the alarm of the patient and succeeded 
so well that he w as persuaded to take a 
few swallows of a harmless potion which 
was prescribed merely to test the genu­ 
ineness of the aversion to liquids. Mill­ 
er said that he could swallow anything 
th# doctor mixed all right, and after en­ 
deavoring to impress on his mind that 


Sunday night he was sitting, seuiuingl? 
.tranquil, with his face buried in nis 
hands. He seemed to be breathing reg­ 
ularly, and, in spite of Dr. Duval s re­ 
mark that he would no; be surprised t j 
find him dead in the morning, the po­ 
licemen thought him all right. 
An hour 
afterward he was found deadon the flout 
of the cell, which he had occupied for 
twenty-six hours. 
As to the cause of his death there can 
be little doubt. The inconsiderate jokes 
of his fellow -workmen had preyed upon 
an infirm mind until a mania as deadly 
as hydrophobia thoroughly possessed 
him.'—Philadelphia Press.

he had no symptoms of hydrophobia the 
physician left. 
When Mrs. Miller a few 
minutes afterward tried him again with 
the potion he threw the bowl aud con­ 
tents at her, narrowly missing doing her 
serious injury. 
His feet were soaked in 
hot water, in accordance with medical 
ad vice, and the contact of his skin with 
fluids did not produce any sigu of aver­ 
sion. He, however, refused to eat or 
drink anything, but sat moaning by the 
hour, head resting on one hand, while 
with the other he incessantly felt the 
lip where the dog had bitten.

again he would start un suddenly and 
rush to the window or door, complain­ 
ing of a choking sensation. 
Neighbors 
kindly relieved Mrs. Miller in waiting 
on him, and endeavored to calm his 
nerves and persuade him out of his de­ 
lusion. 
Dr. Duval called again on Fri­ 
day and saw no reason to change his be­ 
lief that hydrophobia was not the cause 
of the ailment, although he become con­ 
vinced that the delusion was likely to 
progress to dangerous mania. 
He so 
advised Mrs Miller and suggested that 
she should have help constantly by her. 
This her kind-hearted neighbors en­ 
abled her to do. 
Miller was sitting with his face buried 
in his hands when Dr. Duval called on 
Saturday. His mania had progressec 
very noticeably and the case was plain 
ly one for hospital treatment. 
in his 
conf ere lice with Mrs. Miller he ex 
pressed his opinion. 
Within an hour 
after the physician's departure Miller 
suddenly aroused from his lethargic 
condition, and, rushing to the door, 
took three or four breaths of fresh air. 
Returning, he advanced toward his wife 
in a menacing manner and demanded 
to know wheUier she would consent to 
send him to the hospital. She replied 
that she would not, and this seemed to 
pacify him. A few minutes afterward 
she went out, leaving him in the charge 
of a neighbor of very diminutive size 
and strength. 
She returned to find 
the neighbor shooting through the door 
like a bolt from a catapault under the 
impulse of her husband's enormous 
strength, increased by acute mania. 
He had suddenly arisen from his 
lethargy, and, catching the unfortunate 
neighbor by the throat, with the words. 
“ hospital,' will you,” hurled 
him 
through the door. Mrs. Miller, al­ 
though terribly alarmed, entered with 
the nope of pacifying him, but he 
ejected her with equal violence, and 
when alone in the room said, “ FII 
have some amusement.” 
The few 
chairs were first broken into kindling 
wood; a table was demolished; the few 
mantel ornaments were smashed, and 
in the wildness of his craziness the 
maniac turned over the stove and scat­ 
tered the burning coals over the floor. 
In a minute the room was all ablaze. 
Neighbors came promptly with buckets 
of water and the fire was extinguished. 
A policeman was summoned and Miller 
was taken to the police station at Sec­ 
ond and Queen streets. This w^i nine 
p. rn. on Saturday. 
Dr. Duval had gone with Miller from 
his house to the cell, and ail vised that 
he should be taken at once to some hos­ 
pital where there were appliances for 
treating the violent insane. The officers 
on duty, however, said that they had 
no authority to send him to any place 
except the almshouse, and they could 
not send him there until they had the 
authorization of the guardians of the 
poor. Hence, he remained in the un­ 
comfortable hospitality of a police cell. 
His violent moon shad now’ become very 
frequent. The janitor discovered him 
hanging bv a suspender in time to pre­ 
vent suicide. Once during the day he 
was brought into the front room to ac­ 
commodate Dr. Duval, who continued 
to ameliorate his condition as well as he 
could. A hypodermic injection of mor­ 
phia of unusual strength, so far from 
quieting him, seemed rather to excite 
him the more. and seven stalwart offi­ 
cers had all they oould do to return him 
to his cell. In another paroxysm he 
made frantic efforts to jerk the cell door 
open, and actually bent the heavy iron 
bare. Kfforts were made to persuade 
him to eat and drink, but he hurled the 
vessels containing the food at the per­ 
ron who offered it. At ten o clock un 


he was wound up to run all day. Ae 
opened his mouth, and a howl that tore 
the hearts of his listeners and froze the 
blood of a policeman, two blocks away, 
came out and ran around the room mod­ 
ified and distorted into a thousand dif­ 
ferent echoes, and no two alike. Then 
he ran under a stand full of glassware. 
Before the jingling and shivering had 
ceased he was clear down at the other 
end of the room, turning around a hun­ 
dred times a minute, in a vain, despair­ 
ing effort to grasp with hts teeth the hor­ 
rible incubus that thereby hung his tail, 
and making more noise with his mouth 
than a switch-engine with her steam-box 
packing worn out.

Dr. Henry Tompkins, Medical Super­ 
intendent of tho Fever Hospital belong­ 
ing to the Manchester Royal Infirmary 
at Afonsall, in a paper which he read re­ 
cently at Owens College, said: 
“ The 
moat striking of all evidence is, perhaps, 
that derived from the small-pox hospi­ 
tals themselves. 
Here the protective 
influence of vaccination is proved in a 
manner beyond all cavil. At Highgate, 
during an experience of forty years, no 
nurse or servant having been revaccin­ 
ated has ever contracted the disease, 
aud evidence of tile same character I 
can myself bring forward, for during 
the whole time that I have had charge 
of the Fever Hospital more than a thou­ 
sand cases of small-pox have passed 
under my care, yet no servant, nurse, 
engaged there 
ever taken it, 
though exposed daily to infection in its 
most concentrated form. One woman, 
a laundress, who escaped vaccination, 
took the disease and died; one nurse, 
who some years before had suffered from 
small-pox, and was then considered pro­ 
tected, had a very mild attack; and this 
summer a workman, who did not live 
on the premises, but came in to work as 
a painter, was not vaccinated, and had 
rather a severe attack, and still more 
recently a servant, who by an oversight 
was allowed to go about her work three 
days before being vaccinated, had, before 
the latter had run its course, a slight 
abortive attack. 
Again, among all the 
students w'ho during the past two years 
have attended the nospital for clinical 
instruction, not one has suffered, all 
having been revaccinated before being 
jiermitted to enter the small-pox wards. 
And in their case the false argument 
which opponents of vaccination have 
brought forward to explain the immu­ 
nity enjoyed by nurses and others in at­ 
tendance on the sick—viz.: that con­ 
stant intercourse and exposure to infec­ 
tion renders them proof against it by 
tho system becoming inured to the 
raison, cannot be appued, as these gen- 
omen attend the nospital only a few 
lours onoe a week. I defy the most 
enthusiastic or conscientious of antu 
vaccinators to produce evidence like 
this on his side of the question, or to 
tiring forward even half a dozen per­ 
sons, choose them whence he may, who 
lave not been protected against small- 
rax. and expose them as the students 
are exposed, without more or less of th# 
number taking tho disease. Facts such 
as these should couvert the most ardent 
anti-vaccinator from his folly, and con­ 
vince him that a weapon of defense so 
irawcrful as vaccinnatiou should not be 
eft to the pleasure of the individual, 
jut that the State has the right and 
duty to look after its most thorough per­ 
formance.”—London Times.
